NEW HAVEN BILL 


The bill now before Ihe Massnrhu- 


, setts 'egislature aiming at the reorgan- 


ization of the New Haven railroad de- 
serves the speedy support of the body. 
It embodies the plan of constructive 
reform advocated by the public service 
commission and supported by the Bos- 
Ion chamber of commerce and similar 
bodies in all states of Xew England. 
It would give the new management of 
Ihe road an opportunity to repair the 
damage of past financial rnismanaqe- 
ment. It would provide for a : ".v'lug 
by the road estimated 
to 
be 
fiom 


SI.000.000 to 51,500.000 annually, and, 
better than all. it would take the N'ew 
Haven out of active political affairs for 
a season and permit of its rehabilita- 
tion on strictly business grounds. 


One of the saving virtues of the new 


bill is its. similarity to the bills now 
passed or jabout to he passed in Con- 
necticut and Rhode Island. 
Lack of 


uniformity in stale laws in the past 
was a fruitful source of trouble and 
disorganization, with dire results. The 
new bill would bring about what ; 
commentator calls "unity of 
policy1 


without at the same time endangering! 
the state rights of any Xew England 
states or imperilling the public inter- 
est. 
The bill has the approval of the 


public service commissions of the vari- 
ous states, and is a workable solution 
of the reconstruction renuired by the 
public and desired by the people of 
New England. 
' 


It is no exaggeration to fay that the 


bill has the support of the public and 
press of New England. Criticism and 
popular opposition have pone altogeth- 
er 
too far. and

achieved? Great properties have been 
brought to. the verge of bankruptcy and 
state ownership of railroads has even 
been broached as a necessary evil. We

case of fatal poisoning by the Ameri- 
can water hemlock, is from the Pub- 
lic Health Bulletin for February;

s, in summing up the U'rm= of the nolc 


was sent to the German government yesterday relative to the sinking ot 
the Lnsitnnia, declare that President Wilbn, in behalf of the American 
nation, demands of the German government 
a *(mi accounling for the 


loss of American lives on the I.usitnnin and a pledge that bitch acts 
will not be repealed. 
The language of the note is said to be emphatic, 


and the intimation is plain (hat this nation will brook no further defiance, 
f.f international law as shown in illegal attacks, on American persons 
or property. 
Thin note voices the feelings of the nation and the Ameri- 


can people" stand behind it as a unit, hoping for the best hut prepared 
for the worst. 


This note from Ihe American government takes no stand that has not 


been already taken. 
In replying to the imperial German government's 


rkriiiration of ''intended 
submarine, raids, the administration declared 


imphatically that it would demand it strict accounting for any damage 
done to American interests. The damage done was deep and deadly and 


. now v.-c ask for the si rid aceoimting. 
In sinking the Lusitanin Germany 


wished to show the world that it was not bluffing. Now President Wilson 
shows Germany and ihe world that America was not bluffing when he 
declared that this nation would protect its people according to the rights 
and usages of international law. 


Attention is called in the American note to the fact thai the vague 


warning given in American papers did not justify ihe sinking of the 
I.usiiania. 
It insisted that any such warning to he official and in line 


with the. usages of diplomacy should have been made to our government 
through the "German ambassador, bill, it is furthermore stated that anj 
warning of an unlawful act does not necessarily make that act lawful 
Emphasis is laid on the gross inhumanity of the crime which has aroused 
the horror of Ihe world, and other similar crimes involving America): 
rights are cited lo prove that our nation hits-just ground for resentment

friendly relationship, provided Germany makes 


leparation and abandons policies that have drawn down the conderanatioi 
of the world.

Alderman Barrett then 
started to 


make a personal investigation of the 
conditions surrounding Haeaam paving 


other cities. He consulted with a 


member of the. state highway commis- 
sion, and the latter told him that while 
lie did not care to become involved in a. 
controversy with the Hassam people he 
thought Mr. Barrett was right and ad- 
vised him to Btick to his course. 
In 


Brockton, Lawrence and Taunton, the 
so-called Hassam pavins was being put 
in by contractors, and from these he 
learned that they were not paying any 
royalties. In fact, ho came to the con- 
clusion as the result of his investiga- 
tions that the private contractors didn't 
have to pay any royalties, while all 
cities did. and he became more deter- 
mined in his decision that Lowell would 
be the exception. An injunction against 
the city was threatened and the city 
council voted the city solicitor $300 to 
fight the case. 
The city solicitor en- 


gaged General Gardner W. "Pearson, a 
specialist in patent, laws, and the lat- 
ter handled the case for the city, with 
the

known a day or two ago. In 1913, when 
Commissioner Duritah was a candidate 
for the office h6 now holds, at an open- 
air rally In Paige street one evening, 
he expressed the opinion that the HAs- 
sam people would yet drag the city 
Into court as a result of its failure to 
pay the royalties.

The action of Alderman Barrett at- 


tracted attention all over the state, and 
City Clerk Flynn received many letters 
from other cities asking information as 
to Lowell's position in the matter. That 
fall 20 other cities which had been pay- 
ing royalties annually refused to pay, 
following the grounds taken by Alder- 
man Barrett, and 
subsequent events 


have shown that Lowell was the first 
city In the United States to 'test tha 
matter and Lowell has won out. Since 
the time that Alderman Barrett first de- 
clined to pay the royalties up to the 
present, the city has 
saved 
between 


$12,000 and $15.000, several times more 
than the alderman's salary as commis- 
sioner, while it means an annual sav- 
ing to the city, as long as It continues 
to pave Its streets as it does, at present.

There may be city fathers, this, hav- 


ing long been an accepted term, but 
they are not recognized by the Boston 
& Maine railroad as far as the purchase 
of ride-books is concerned. By the new 
rule of the railroad, trip tickets may 
be bought to be used by a man or any 
member of his family, but not to be 
used by any other person. 


When John B. McDonald, the mayor's 
clerk, went to the Boston & Maine sta- 
tion to buy some ride-books or 
trip 
tickets to Boston he received 
a 
jolt 
when he was told that (ho tickets could 
not ba made out to the city of Havcr- 
hllt. but must he made out to some in- 
dividual and only that Individual or 
some merilber of his family could ride 
on them. 
This applies to th« 25-ritle 
tickets. The city hns hitherto bought 
50-rlde 
tickets, 
but they have been 
abolished. 
The new arrangement has caused a 
decidedly Inconvenient situation for the 
city, to eay the least, and just how it Is 
to be overcome is the problem. By es- 
tablishing the new rule, that only the 
person whose name is on the trip ticket 
or some member of his family, can use 
It, the railroad has evidently,designed 
to put the ticket brokers out of busi- 
ness; It may result In putting the city 
out of business as far as'getting cheap 
transportation to Boston for city offi- 
cials is concerned. 
To buy a trip ticket for every official 
in city hall who would be likely to use- 
one or to buy a large number of mile- 
age books is.out of the question owing 
to the expense.
